A specially interesting feature 
otthe day was the formal dedication of a 
branze statue of Col. Wm. Prescott,the hero of 
the fight of 1066 yearsago.

The St. Louis Pleasure Park Accessible at 
Last—The Railroad Completed. 


On Wednesday afternoon last, Mr. Jas. A. 
St. John, President of the Modoc Rowing 
Club, accompanied by Superinten - 
dent Posey, of the branch of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad frem Laclede to 
Creve Coeur Lake went overthe line of the road 


and made a particularly thorough examina- 
tion of matters and things at the new pleasure 
ground of St. Louis.

GORDON, THE HOMICIDE. 


A Motion That His Pusishment Be Assessed 
at Two Years. 


In the Criminal Court this morning a motion 
was made by J. J. McBride that James Gordon, 
who killed Raymond Troxler, March 17, 1880, 
at Twenty-second and Wash streets, be sentto 
jail: The jury returned averdict of murder in 
the second degree. The motion was based 
upon the fact that atthe time of the commis- 
sion of the deed the defendant 
was under the age of 18 years. A statute pro 
vision reads that anyone under Is years of age 
convicted of a felony will be sentenced to im 


prisonment in the county jail for a term not 
exceeding one year instead of sentenced to the 
Penitentiary. This was not brought out atthe 
trialand the jury returned a verdict finding 
the defendant guilty in the second 
degree, sentencing him to imprisonment in 
the Penitentiary foraterm of ten years. In 
support of the motion to day Mr. McBride 
yuced Rev. Father Berrv, of Catawissa, 
Mo., on the witness stand. Father Berry was 
at one time pastor of St. Bridget’s parish, this 
city, and testified that he had baptised Gor- 
don March 15, 1863, one day after the 
child was born. Father Walsh pro 
duced the church register, a copy 
of which was formerly produced 

The godmother of the defendant was sworn 
and testified that she distinctly remembered 
the date,of the child’s birth, March 14, 1863. 
This established the fact that at the time oft 
the kihing Gordon lacked three days of being 
In years of uge. The motion was not passed 
on at itssubmission this morning.

THE ENGLISH JOCKEYS. 


Archer and Fordham—The Style in 
Which the Former Lives. 


From the New York Evening Post, June 13. 


The reporter asked Major Hubbard why 
American jockeys were not sent to Kayland 
with American horses to prevent the criticism 
like that made upon Iroquois’ success that 
Archer really won the race by superior rid- 
ing. He replied that good jockeys ace far 
more plentiful in England than here, and 
that such combinations of pluck, physical 
strength and judgment as are found in 
Archer and Fordham are rare. 
Such a jockey knows by instinct what 
a horse can do;a few strokes of the whip 
too many lose a race and so may afew 
strokes too few. It is a delicate matter and 
requires fine judgment. Major Hubbard ad- 
mits that Archer’s ridiug hada good deal to 
do with winning the Derby. Fordham, who 
rode Foxball, began to ride iu 1851. He re- 
tired from the turf with a fortune and lost it 
in speculation. He is, after Archer, the most 
ropular jockey of the day and has; been cail- 
ed the Demon Rider,’’ on account ef his 
extraordinary energy in urging a horse for- 
ward at the end of the race. Archer, the 
chief jockey of England,is a remarkable 
personage, petted like a prima donna, 
the companion of sporting lords, and his ser- 
vices are intrigued and paid for at a rate of 
remuneration known only on theturf. His 
movements are chronicled as carefully as those 
of a prince of the royal blood. His visiting 
cards are in constant demand. He is sur- 
rounded by a host of parasites, his mounts 
are backed to the shortest odds; his opinion 
of the animal he rides is most anxiously so- 
lieited by the owner and trainer; while the 
gamblers who pin their faith to bim are 
jieased With even a smile from his valet.

Keene is to give Fordham 952,500 for Winning 
the Grand Prix of Paris. still larzer sums 
than these have Deen given. The jockey who 
won the Derby ten vears 9¢o with Hermit was 
presented with 315,000. ‘The policy of piy- 
ing such sums to jockeys bas been much crit- 
icised, but the amount of money at-stuke is 
so large that it is thought wise to protect 
the jockey against corrupt offers. Archer 
bas only to ride his appo'nted horse. IIe 
keeps a valet to assist him in changing his 
dress. Ile travels from one race meeting to 
another in a first-glass carriage, probably the 
companion of the nobleman by whom he is 
empioved. In winter he rides to hounds, or 
rides to town. In 1876 he is reported to have 
earned 60,000. The customs of to-dayinthe 
matter of rewarding jockeys are in contrast 
with those of halfa century ago. John Dav 
was a chief jockey in his time and won the 
two ureat races one vear. The Duke of Graf- 
ton bis master, sent for him and said: “John 
Day, Jam going to make you a present for the 
manner in which you have ridden my horses 
this week. I am about to give you £20in 
bank notes.“ This was a handsome present 
for those days, when a successful fockey, if a 
married man, was generally given a side of 
bacon, a bag of potatoes or a barrel of home- 
brewed ale and his usual Wages. Then herse- 
riders were grooms rather than jockeys. 


A Parisian Hotel Shark. 
i.ondon Letter to New York Tribune. 

As the Westminster Hotel in Paris (Rue de 
la Paix) has had a certain number of Ameri- 
cuns among its patrons they may be interest- 
ed in an action just filedin London in which 
the proprietor of that hotel, M. Carre, figures. 
The action grew out of a visit of Mrs. Leo 
Schuster, àa lady well knownin London so- 
ciety, last une to Paris. She stayed at the 
Hotel Westminster, where for twenty years 
past she had beenin the habit of staying once 
or twice a year. While there her son was 
tuken ill with scarlet fever. The illness last- 
ed some weeks, during which Mrs. Schuster 
paid her bills regularly, and, as had been her 
babit, by checks. The night before she was to 
leave Parisfor England a bill was sentin con- 
taining in addition tothe usual weekly charges 
one or two little extra items.. Among these 
extras was a elaim for 1,275 franes for fifteen 
days’ rent while cleaning the rooms, 8™ francs 
for washing, paper and painting, 700 francs 
for cleaning carpets and 5, 000 francs as gen- 
eral “indemnity’’ for damage done to the 
hotel. The claim altogether amounted to 
over 10,000 franes, or $2,000. Mrs. Schuster 
thought it too much, and asked to see the 
ee The manager came up, refused 
to allow Mrs. Schuster to see the proprictor, 
and was so insolent that her son ordered 
him outofthe room. Repeated inquiries for 
the proprietor bad no better result. Mrs. 
Schuster sent down a check for the weekly 
bill. with a statement of her objections 
to the extra items, and of the sum she was 
willing to pay for damages and indemnity. 
The check was returned with a message that 
all must be paid or none. You will note tne 
trick played at this point. If Mrs. Schuster 
had sent money forthe weekly bill, M. Carre 
must have taken it. He returned the check, 
Which was not a legal tender, though before 
be had always taken them, and knew thatthe 
cbeck was perfectly good. And in this way 
it became possible tor hin to inform Mrs. 
Schuster that unless the whole bill was paid 
then and there without abatement he should 
detain her baygage, on whieh he had no lien 
except for the regular weekly bill. He actu- 
ally did detain it, Mrs. Schuster being unable 
to consult with friends, and quitting the ho- 
tel without being allowed to take a change of 
clothing trom her trunks, 
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Going to The Derby by Balloon. 
London Letter to Toronto Globe, 

One unusual incident deserves to be men- 
tioned. Attlo’clock Mr. Bagot and Mr. T. 
Drummond, of the Grenadier Guards, and 
Mr. T. Wright, a professional aereuaut, went 
up in a ball-on from the Crvstal Palace. They 
ascended to the height of 5,000 feet and for 
some eight miles traveled slowly in a south- 
westerly direction. Then the balloon sud- 
denly sank, but upon ballast being thrown 
out it rose again to 8,000 feet and then sailed 
steadily on again inthe direetion of Epsom. 
They descended in a tield about a quarter of 2 
mile from the grand stand, which they were 
able to reach in time to see the race. This, it 
is believed, is the first time in the history 02 
racing that ballooning has been employed as a 
means of going tothe Derby, and it strikes 
all as being an admirabie means of avoiding 
the crowds by rail and the dust by road if 
only a safe and due arrival could be depended 
upon.

The Latest Freak of the London Fash- 
ionables.

There Was a 
very large crowd and numerous rich dresses, 
many titled ladies acting as saleswomen. Tne 
„Favre“ is to raise funds to complete the 
Women’s Hospital of Chelsea, “a most 
praiseworthy institution for reduced, re- 
spectable and ailing women,” ‘The future 
outcome of “Ye Olde English Favre’? willbe 
a neu departure in dress and in decoration. 
England will become more English and less 
French in this regard. The influence of 
costume upon character is not an insignili- 
cant theme: and as the people of the United 
States are now inausruratinz their individu- 
ality inthis way, so Englandts desirous of 
reviving hers. Thus ere Olde English 
Favre“ is the opening season of two objects. 

This **Fayre’’ well represents the period of 
Queen Elizabeth. Itis heldinthe arena of 
tne Royal Albert Hall, which is transformed 
into a smal] village, or rather, a village that in 
some countries would claim for itseif a may- 
gr, a local press, and certainly a couple of 
churches and three pompous police inspec. 
tors. This village is built up of theatrically 
constructed architecture. The houses are 
two and three stories high, with pointed, long 
vabled roofs, timbered walls and upparent 
coperete structure. The windows are small 
and latticed. The doors are narrow and 
peculiarly easy of entry and exit. The lower 
floors are converted into shops or stalls, with 
overhanging awnings, like unto What Strat- 
ford-on-Avon presented in Shakspeare’s 
time, and some few evidences of which vou 
may wituess to-day. These stalls are stockaa 
With every conceivable and inconceivable 
urticle of sale, for the benefit of the said

The véndors are ladies of title and distine- 
tion. Some 2? marchionesses, 57 countesses, 
47 miladies,“ 105 right honorables and some 
200 less titled, yet not less prominent persons 
of the greater upper 20,000 of Belgravia and 
Mayfair, are in various Elizabethan costumes 
and characters here represented. Not often 
has a village had such a shopping population. 

An enormous canvas-constructed Eliza- 
bethan mansion occupies one end of the arena 
or market-luce. The high approaching steps, 
the terrace and ‘‘pleasanoce,” with real trees, 
shrubs, plants and flowers, give a realistic 
effort worthy of the skill of the architects and 
gardeners of distinction employed. Flitting 
abcut are ‘tye knights errant and ladies 
gave,“ while military bands discourse ye olde 
English airs, sweet and somewhat simple. 
Heralds, distaffs and pages, beef-eaters and 
palfrey-grooms are beeomingly stationed in 
nooks and corners, While the Raleighs and 
Leicesters, Warwicks, and endless knights 
and earls, with all the gay attendants of ue 
merrie England,’’ appear most pompously 
and prettily. Everything bespeaks of the 
Elizabethan age, from the cards of invitation 
to the highly-illuminated programme, the 
decorations and the dresses. Nothing is Vic- 
torian but the articles and purchasers ‘‘sold.’”

These crops are never gather- 
ed, but taken from the ground as thev are 
wanted for food. I'loughs are not used in 
the cultivation of the land. He says a cotton 
seed planted when they arrived ten vears ago 
made a large stalk,jwhiehb grew like atree.and 
was still growing and bearing cotton when he 
left. The people have no stock. The natives 
subsist in a nude state, living upon the natu- 
ral products of the land, and are separated by 
tribes which hate each other, and are contin- 
ually at war. He does not think the country 
is improving any, as the main efforts of the 
immigrants, after they have seen the country, 
are devoted to plans oy means by which to ob- 
tain money to return to the United States.

ACTORS ON THE SQUARE. 


What a Veteran Thinks of the Combina- 
tion System. 
From the New York Sun. 

The sidewalk of Union Square was yester- 
day dried by sunshine, after five days of rain. 
A throng of men took possession from the 
Union Square Hotel around to the Mor- 
ton House. The only clear space was directly 
in front of the Union Square Theater, and 
that was caused by a big placard bluntly re- 
questing gentlemen not to stand there. The 
rest of the two short blocks indicated was 
pretty fully occupied by groups of men who 
were evidently endowed with a lavish gift of 
gab, but in other respects had no other char- 
ncetcristic in common, unless it was that a 
insjority were without whiskers or mus- 
tuches. They ranged from youth to old age 
in vears, andfrom slouchiness to the height 
of fashion in dress. These were actors and 
others connected with theatrical business. 
The season is over, and the travel- 
ing companies have come in from 

heir tours. They were Lu‘ner- 
cus, for there were only three stationary or- 
guntzutions outside of this city. They have 
bed all sorts of luck, some bringing back 
money enough to live luxuriantly and id y 
all summer, While others bave had a har 
time getting back at all, and are on the alert 
for What they call “summer snaps.“ ‘Toe 
Stuart ‘*Billce Taylor“ Company, for in- 
stunee, arrived a few Gays ago impoverished, 
having been brought from Rochester through 
the cenerosity of aman who pitied thein. 
Ihen reported much privation, personal 
fights bebind the scenes und other common 
consequences of bankruptcy in the show 
business. In some cases like that the failure 
is acknowledged freely, and the suiferers 
laugh grimly over their misfortunes: but if 
disaster bas been avoided, no matter how 
narrowly, the manager tells the most start- 
line stories of artistic and financial success. 

„Likely 's not you believe l'm a liar; but it's 
the Almigkty’s own truth thet our party 
cleared twenty-seven thousand iive hundred 
and thirty-one dollars.“

A fifteen-dollar 
man Well! suited with a partis better than a 
hundred dollar man cast out of his proper 
line. Look at most of the combinations. 
They're made up of two or three first-rate 
artists, who are usually partners in the ven- 
ture, while the tilling in is by cheap material 
made to show to the best possible advantage. 
That good looking voung fellow out 
there is John Webster of the 
‘Troubadours.”’ He and his wife, known on 
the stage as Miss MeHenry, with Nate Sals- 
bury, give the whole show, and divide big 
money, the rest of the short cast costing little 
more than fares and hotel bills. Take the 
Harrisons in Photos — Louis and Alice Har- 
rison, and Graham do all the work. Take 
the *‘Tourists’—Whill Mestayer is the only 
tirst-rate actor in the company. All these 
parties, mind you, give entertainments that 
draw and please the people; and I could men- 
tionadozen others made up onthe same 
principle— Nat Goodwins Froliques,“ Willie 
Edouin's Sparks, Gus Williams, and so on. 
They give better shows than local companies 
of much greater general ability eould do, and 
draw twice as much money.“ | 

The combination system will be stronger 
than ever. They talk of forming new stock 
companies in Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston 
and san Francisco, but it won't do. Why, 
tuke vour owncity of New York. Yon have 
four stock companies, but the Union Square’s 
goes truveling spring and fall and this year 
will not open at home until November: 
Daly’s is on the road half the time; Wallack’s 
will be out of town next season probably 
until the middle of winter, and the Madison 
Square’s is a recruiting organization for 
traveling offshoots. Manager Palmer, of the 


Union Square, gets-the fixed price of $3,000 a 


week for his company when away from New 
York. The prestige of New York success 
is potent all over the country. 
There’s Hazel Kirke,“ at the Madison 
Square. Its run of a vear and a half here was 
so solid an advertisement that three Madison 
Square companies have been drawing 
crowded: houses onthe road, and it would 
have paid to keep the play going at the home 
house if it hadn’t drawn a dollar. You asked 
me what would be the features-in the theat- 
rical business next season. Well, there’s co- 
ing to be astrike forthe legitimate. Frank 
Mayo will abandon “Davy Crockett”? and 
xive’em Shafspeare,in whieh he was suc- 
cessful before he took. to the backwoods 
‘lrawh William E. Sheridan, Wrederick 
Warde, Frederick Paulding, Daniel H. Har- 
kins, Tom Keene and several more will also 
do Shakspeare. I don’t believe the 
pubiie will stand it. Then therem be 
some heavy show pieces on the road, like 
The World” from Wallack’s, one or more 
versions of Jules Verne’s ‘*Michael Strovoff” 
and“ Le Voyage en Suisse.“ The models for 
the scenery of the latter are over there at Sim- 
monds & Brown’s agency now—every set 
complete in miniature, footlights, wings, bor- 
ders and all.

The river 
is higher at Bismarck than it has been since 
the rise when the ice went out.

“Tk astonishing improvements that have 
been made within the last twenty-four vears 
in ocean navigation appear from a comparison 
lately drawn between the carrying capacity 
and the consumption of fuel of the old Cun- 
ard steamship Persia and the Arizona. The 
Persia in her day was the finest vessel afloat. 
Her consumption of cal was enormous, be- 
ing 6.7 inds per horse power. She was 
2.000 tons burden, but the space required for 
her coal wag 80 great that room could only be 
found for 250 tons of paying freight. The 
Arizona fe about double the size of the Per- 
sia, yet by the adoption of modern improve- 
ments in steam machinery, she only consumes 
one and three-quarter pounds of coal per 
hour per horse power. As a result of these 
improvements sbe can carry 3,400 tons of 

aving freight at the rate of sixteen and one- 
halt knote un hour against thirteen knots per- 
formed by the Persia. The consumption of 
coal is accordingly only one-fifth of a ton for 
each ton of goods earried, as against six and 
one-eighth tons consumed by the Persiain 
performing the same service. Thie com- 
parison shows tbat the amount of fuel con- 
sumed in crossing the Atlantic at the present

probable that future improvements will make 
a still further reduction, or that, in the 
course of time, the cost of steamship trans- 
portation will entirely supersede the use of 
sailing vessels.

Full Report of the Last Day’s Session of 
the Convention—Afternoon 
Session. 


President Clark called the Eclectic Medical 
Convention to order at 9:15 a. m. Dr. W. R. 
Hayden, of New York, reported that he had a 
paper on phosphorus which he had intended 
to read but that he had changed his 
mind and would submit it without reading. 

It was so agreed. 

The President announced that the regular 
order was the annual election of officers of the 
National] Association. 

The manner of proceeding in the election is 
that each State appointstwo delegates to the 
Electoral College, the electors meeting sepa- 
rately and choosing candidates. The follow- 


ing electors were called out and the list made 
out by Prof. Gunn. The electors announced 
were as follows:

Dr. H. Wwollgemmth of Springfield, Ills., read 
anessay on! Wealth and poverty as related to 
health and longevity.’’ He referred chiefly to 
the prevention of pregnancy amongthe rich, 
and said that this curse was growing alarming 
initsspread. He declaired that the increase of 
population was being seriously retarded on 
this account, andthat the health, both of 
parents and children, if any be born, are 
ruined beyond remedy. He excoriated so 
ciety bitterly for its wickedness and 
corruption and said that some preventive 
must soon be found. Thenumberof marriages 
was no favorable indication in Statistics. It 
was the fruitfulness of these marriages, and it 
will be found upon this point that the rich are 
running sadly behind, largely through acts 
which are nothing but deliberate murder. 
He also lamented the great attention paid to 
mentaltraining tothe almost utter exclusion 
of bodily exercise. Girls, especially, are sent 
to school] too early, and kept there too long, 
until a large percentage of them are fit for 
neither wives nor mothers. 

After a short recess the Electoral College re- 
ported the following officers of the Association 
for the ensuing year:

The College also reported in favor of holding 
the next National Convention at New Haven, 
Conn.

Dr. Wohlgemuth did not want to go to New 
Haven, Conn. It was away out of the world. 
What was the use o going tothe end of the 
world? 

Dr. Gunn favored another meeting in the 
East. It would strengthén the cause and 
build up eclecticism. One more Eastern 
meeting was just what the society 
needed, and he hoped the society would 
considerthis propealy. It was a matter that 
deserves considerabie attention. 

Dr. Wilder said that when the question came 
up of going to St. Louis last vear there were 
more delegates willing to go to Kansas than to 
St. Louis. 

The place was not well chosen, perhaps, and 
the attendance showedit. New Haven was a 
good Wace, butthere were much better, and he 
would prefer some others. 

Dr. Borland moved that the report of the 
Electoral Commission be amended so as to 
makethe place of holding the next annual 
meeting the City of Buffalo, New York. 

Dr. Simmons moved as an amendment that 
Topeka, Kan, be the place of meeting. It 
was a good place. Dr. Martin of Tope- 
ka, hansas, said that Topeka 
would treat the Convention well. 
The delegates could meet in the State Cap- 
itol, would be well provided for and would 
get good square meals, as good as were given 
here, composed principally of hog and hom- 
inv. Kansas people lived on tis and 
thought it very good. In addition, Topeka 
would give the delegates a free excursion over 
the mountains to California, so that they 
could see the great West. 

Dr. Mann,thought New Haven the place. 
The citizens would tun out en masse, andthe 
ladies would entertain the visiting ladies who 
came. Ifthe speaker hada wife who would 
not do her utmost to carry out this plan he 
would get a divorce forthwith.

MUTIUAL INSURANCE. 


Poor Protection for Policy-Holders Under 
Existing Regulations. 


The suit instituted by Mr. and Mrs. Peter L. 
Foy for themselves and other policy-holders, 
seeking a distribution of the assets, a receiver 
and a perpetual] injunction against the St. Louis 
Mutual Fire and Marine Insurance Company, is 
engaging the attention of all who are interested 


in mutual companies. 

Its charter expired over a year ago, and 
since then it has been doing business illegally, 
Atthe timethe charter expiredit had about 
$150,000 of assets mostiy in bonds. Those as- 
sets belonged to the holders of policies in the 
company in force at that time. Since that 
date it has continued toissue policies and re- 
ceive premiums illegally. If the company has 
paid any losses since then upon policies issued 
since then, the directors will 
be held personally responsible for the return of 
such amounts to the holders of policies in force 
at the date the charter expired ; 
and all persons who have paid premiums since 
the charter expired can claim the return of 
the fullamount of such premiums from the 
directors, as they have never had legal and 
binding insurance. All expenses of the com- 
pany since that date; such as salaries, rent 
etc., will be repudiated by the old policy- 
holders, and the directors will be re- 
sponsible for such expenses. Jo poli- 
cies of the company are binding that] have 
been issued since the charter expired, and 
policies in force before the charter expired 
will in case of loss by fire have to collect their 
claims after the present lawsuit is decided. 
Any man who had a policy in force at the 
time the charter expired can demand of the 
company his pro rata proportion of the funds 
on hand. 

This suit will call the attention of the pub- 
lic to a fact overlooked very generally and 
yet of importance to every mutual policy 
holder. Ifa mutual fire company collects a 
surplus fund or any amount more 
than sufficient to pay its losses and expenses, 
that fund belongs to the policy. holders. If 
such a fund is collected and goes on increas- 
ing till it runs up into the thousands, and the 
ofticers of the company determine to stop wri- 
ting new policies and allow all the policies to 
drop out as their term expires, till finally 
there is only one or two policies 
left in force, then that whole fund will 
belong to those two last policy-holders. 
Mutual insurance conducted upon such a plan 
would ultimately enrich perhaps the pockets 
of one or two surviving officers who could not 
take all the funds.

KANSAS CITY, June 16.—There are some facts 
connected with the last Crisp sensation which 
ought to be made public. No paper here seems 
to have the courage or good intention to give 
a full ventilation of the matter. Two or three 
weeks ago it was given out trom Jefferson City 
that a Deputy Sheriff had arrived from Texas 
with a requisition for John T. Crisp, of Jack- 
son county, Missouri, charging him 
with a murder committed in 
Texas in 1863. Then it was reported that Gov- 
erner Crittenden had refused to grant the re- 
quisition on account of an informality in the 
papers. Later his excellency came to Kansas 
City and held aconsultation with prominent 
men here in regard to this charge against 
Cvisp, and it was announced that by the advice 
of these men the Governor had concluded he 
would not surrender Crisp to 
the Texan authorities. There the 
case rests, and there it is intended to rest until 
the political trick which is at the bottom of it 
all is exposed. 

A programme has been carried out in detail. 
The issue of the warrant against Crisp was 
prompted by parties here who sent to Texas 
and had it made out. There was no inten- 
tion that the demand of the Wov- 
ernor of Texas for Crisp should be 
honored. The intormality inthe papers was 
intended. The design was to have the pro- 
cesdings goto just the extent they have and 
then stop. Crisp is left under the imputation 
of being wanted in another State for a heinous 
offense, and his political prospects, if he had 
any lett before this plot was concocted, are 
obliterated. 

These facts are given not with the intention 
of championing Cnmsp’s cause but to 
expose 11 disreputable intrigue, In 
what hastaken place, the Governor has pro- 
fessed great friendship tor the accused, but it 
is a serious matter to refuse to comply with a 
requisition when it comes in due form, and yet 
that is just what Crittenden has announced to 
these Kansas City men that he will do if the 
papers are sent here again in due form. It is 
made to appear that the executive is doing 
Crisp an act of justice and friendship, while it 
is a notorious tact that the men who were call- 
ed together here to meet the Governor for 
consultation inthe case included those who 
have fought Crisp so bitterly in the Congres- 
sional campaigns of four vears past. 

Crisp’s parents resided during and after the 
war atthe place where the crimeis alleged to 
have taken place. The date on the warrant is 
1863. That year Crisp gota furlough, being in 
service with Prieec's army, and went to vistft his 
parents. In 14 he went downagain, and 
wus gone several months. After the 
war he livedtwo years with his people, and 
during none of those periods was any such 
charge alleged against him. Crisp says that 
on the date of the homicide he was in town, 
and was at the scene of the tragedy, but he 
got out of the way as soon as possible, playing 
only the part of spectator and that for but u 
few moments. He seems to view the 
whole matter indifferently and says he 
is willing enough to goto Texas. That the 
charge bas been trumped up he recognizes, but 
he refrains from saying who he thinks is at the 
bottom of it. Hisfriends openly say that a 
political conspiracy to kill him off as a con- 
gressional candidate is behind the warrant, 
and the criticism on Crittenden’s course is 
severe,
